WASHINGTON, Nov. 15—Provi- 
sions for the refunding of-the Polish 
debt to’the United States, the fifth

sion, have been drawn up and signed 
by Dr. Wiadislaw Wrobleski, Minister 
of Poland to the United States, and 
Andrew W. Melion, Secretary of the 
Treasury, as chairman.of the Debt 
Commission. The agreement was 
approved by President Coolidge. 

The basis for settlemefit for the 
debt,- amounting to $178,560,000, ‘is 
practically the same as that. made 
for the refunding of the British debt 
to the United States, the refunding 
operations covering 62 years. There 
is; ~however, a special provision 
allowing Poland to liquidate the 
part of the debt maturing prior to 
1930 by semiannual payments aggre- 
gating $10,000.000, the balance to be 
paid in Polish bonds.

This spectroscopic theory was 
enunciated about 80 years ago, but 
no accurate measures of the velocity 
of approach or recession of the stars 
wére obtained until about 1890. 
With the-aid of photography it be- 
came possible to measure velocities 
in*the line of sight with great ex- 
actness. Prof. W. W. Campbell of | 
the Lick Observatory, in his spectro- 
scopic work, found that about one 
in every five bright stars —v. 
became apparent that these oscillat- 
ing stars were being swung to and 
fro by dusky companions, too faint 
even to leave a trace of their spec- 
trum. Their presence was manifest 
only in the oscillation of the bright 
component of the pair. When such 
radial velocities are plotted on 
cross-section paper according to the 
time, it is found that they form a 
periodic sinuous curve. 

It is an interesting application of 
mathematical. analysis to derive
